‘WASHINGTON. — President Jimmy 
Carter is resisting recommendations 

from some of his advisers as well as 
from several of Israel's best haat 
on Capitol Hill to ask Congress for a 
supplementary budget to provide ad- 
ditional economic and military 
assistance to both Egypt and Israel 
during the current fiscal year. 

The president has privately in- 
dicated that he would prefer to ask 
for additional aid for Israel and 
Egypt through the normal process — 
as part of next year's world-wide 
foreign assistance programme. 

It has now been confirmed that one 
of the major reasons why Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan and Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman asked to 
meet with Carter earlier this week 
was to discuss future U.S. economic 
and military aid to Israel. 

The Israeli leaders {nformed 
Carter that the withdrawal from 


Jerusalem 
‘shocked’

Officials in Jerusalem received 
“with shock” the news that the U.S. 
has made no commitment to provide 
substantial financial assistance to 
cover some of the costs of the Sinai 
pullback and the redeployment of 
Israeli forces in the Negev. 

Though no specific American 
promises had been made at Camp 
David to Israel concerning 
American financial aid over and 
above the building of two new air- 
fields in the Negev, it bad been un- 
derstood at the time that such aid 
was’ not in doubt. It was also un- 
derstood that the U.S. would 
shoulder a significant amount of the 
estimated $2 billion total cost of the 
move. 

Israeli officials have broken down 
this cost into three basic com- 
ponents: 
= the actual cost of dismantling and 
rebuilding the military infrastruc- 
ture in Sinai, including new airfields, 
early warning stations, naval bases, 
emergency stores, roads and com- 
municationa networks; 

* compensation to be paid for 
Israeli investments in the Sinai, both 
military and cizilan, such as-roads, 
settlements; irrigation. networks, 
‘water pipelines, clinics, schools, port 
facilities and thousands of 
kilometres of electric cables; 

* compensation for the loss of oll 
production at the Alma fields (which 
were drilled and developed by 
Israel) and from tourism. 

Some cabinet ministers in 
Jerusalem were last night reported 
to be seriously worried.as to whether 
Israel would be able to “keep to our 
side of the peace bargain," if U.S. 
Snancial support is not forthcoming. 


“There seems to be no way that we 
will be able to handle both our 
current defence costs and the cost of 
relocation,’" a senior economic 
Source in the defence establishment 
told The Jerusalem Pos? \ast night. 

This opinion was echoed 
both publicly and pel airicas by 
cabinet ministers last night. 


American sources, on the other 
hand, reiterated last night that at no 
stage of the Camp David talks had 
Israel or Egypt received any finan- 
cial commitment, other than that 
published: that the U.S, undertook to 
build two new Israeli airfields in the 
Negev to compensate for those being 
given up ‘in the Sinai. 

“There was just a general un- 
derstanding — or rather hope by the 
parties — that the U.S. would further 
involve itself financtally,’’ the 
Sources continued, "but no commit- 
ment was made. None whatsoever.”

They asked that the U.S. provide 
massive financial aid to meet these 
payments as well as speed up 
delivery of military equipment need- 
ed to guarantee Israel's security 
during the withdrawa} period and 
beyond.

The subject of future U.S. aid to 
Israel waa discussed only briefly at 
Camp David. The only specific 
aspect which Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin and his aides nailed 
down was the U.S. commitment to 
finance the construction of two new 
airbases in the Negev, designed to 
replace the existing bases in Sinai. 
Various estimates of the airbases 
have ranged from $500m. to over $1b. 

Begin did not press the president 
at Camp David to make any other 
specific military commitments — a 


decision criticized by some: 


observers here as a tactical mistake. 
Partially to try to “correct” this 
error. the Israel government has 
now decided to ask Carter for 
several important categories of 
economic and militery assistance. 
Israeli officials want to enter into a 
detailed discussion with the 
Americans on these matters, but are 
running into resistance from the 
White House, which is more in- 
terested in wrapping up the Israeli- 
Egyptian peace treaty in advance. 


Under U.S. law, 55 must Ap- 
prove all allocations of foreign aid, 
and Israeli supporters there 
recognize that a decision by Carter 
to seek additional assistance for 
Israel (and Egypt) in a supplementary 
budget request could be approved 
more quickly and easily than waiting 
for the normal procedure. 

The foreign aid programme for the 
current fiscal year (1979) has 
already been approved by the 
Congress. It includes $1b. In military 
aid and $785m. in economic aid for 
Israel and more than $1b. in strictly 
economic aid for Egypt. 

The worldwide foreign aid 
package for the next fiscal year is 
scheduled to be submitted to 
Congress next February. But the 
lengthy legislative process of win- 


ning approval for separate 


authorization and appropriation bills 
takes several months. No funds can 
be allocated until both bills are ap- 
proved. This year, for example, the 
bills were not finally cleared until 
‘last week. even though they were in- 
‘troduced, back in February. 

On the other hand, a supplemen- 
tary budget request for the current 
fiscal year, including only aia te 
Israel and Egypt, could be expected 
to win approval much more quickly. 

Recognizing this ‘fact of 1176" in- 
Washington, Israeli supporters here 
as well as some of Carter's own ad- 
visers are urging the president to in- 
troduce such ἃ aupplementary re- 
quest in J. ‘anuary, immediately after 
the new Congress convenes. Both

Dayan: Ministerial level can’t break impasse | 
Carter steps in again as some 
remaining snags stymie talks

WASHINGTON. — Israel! and Egyptian negotiators yesterday fail- 
ed to make progress in breaking the impasse on a few remaining but 
key differences which have arisen in their Blair House peace treaty 
negotiations. . 

President Jimmy Carter, obviously concerned about the snags in 
the conference, once again yesterday involved himself in the 
negotiations, meeting for more than 90 minutes at a working 
luncheon with the two delegations. 

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan called attention to the problem 
when he told the president at the start of the luncheon, within 
earshot of reporters who had been allowed briefly to enter Blair 
House, that it would be “very doubtful" to have the positions chang- 


ed at the ministerial! level here in 
Washington. 

“You have the full information 
from all of us,'' Dayan said. 
‘Whether you can obtain a change of 
position through the delegation here 
is very doubtful, It’s not Camp David 
with the heads of state." 

Carter replied: ‘I recognize that 
as one of the problems. I'l] seek your 
advice." 

Observers here said that Dayan 
was indirectly suggesting to the 
President that he should get in touch 
personally with President Sadat in 
an effort to modify the emerging 
Egyptian stance on the remaining 
differences standing in the way of a 
Successful drafting of the peace trea- 
ty. 

Dayan apparently believes that 
the Egyptian delegation here, led by 
Defence Minister Kamal Haasan Ali 
and Acting Foreign Minister Boutros 
Ghali, do not have the authority to 
revise their stance without first 
clearing it with Sadat. 

At Camp David, where the heads 
of the three governments were 
directly involved, such decisions 
could be made on the spot. 

(Israe] Radio reported last night 
that Carter is considering asking 
both Prime Minister Menahem 


Begin and President Anwar Sadat to 
give their delegations greater 
freedom of manoeuvre in the 
negotiations. 5 

Because of the differences, it ts 
now expected that Carter will take a 
much more active personal role in 
the negotiations. He met separately 
with the two delegations at the White 
House on Tuesday. Yesterday he 
met with both groups together — for 
the first time since the talks opened 
one week ago. 

Carter is now expected to continue 
his persona] involvement in the 
talks, just to make certain that the 
remaining differences are resolved 
satisfactorily. 

Conference spokesman George 
Sherman of the State Department 
yesterday once again said that all 
three delegations remain convinced 
that the difficulties can be worked 
out. “Everyone agrees that there are 
difficulties. but that they can be 
resolved,” he said. 

Sherman insisted that there is a 
mutual determination among the 
participants ‘to reach success in the 
negotiations" sothata peacetreaty

different from Israel's interpreta- 
tion of them.- 

Highly placed sources said they 
hoped and believed that the 
American replies. which are ex- 
pected to be made public imminent- 


ly, would not have an adverse effect. 


on the peace talks in Washington — 
despite their inevitable highlighting 
of differences between Israel and the 
U.S. 

On the contrary, the sources 
argued, the prospect of tough 
negotiations ahead over the West 
Bank should prompt the parties at 
Washingtrr ta wrep ug the israz}- 
Egypt treaty as speedily as possible, 
bef*>e getting embroiled in the West 
Bas. issues. This consideration is 
expected tc move the 0.5. ad- 
ministration to redouble its exer- 
tions of pressure upon the two 
protagonists to vield the com- 
promises necessary to conclude the 
treaty.

Mayor Teddy Kollek'a election 
campaign is being financed in part 
by contributions from foreign 
millionaires and celebrities like 
, Frank Sinatra, who were solicited 
for the purpose by Kollek, The 
Jerusalem Post has learned. 
| A spokesman for Koliek 

acknowledged that campaign con- 
tributions have been received from 
abroad but declined to identify the 
contributors on the grounds that they 
might not want the publicity. He said 
a full report on campaign con- 
tributions would be made at the end 
of the campaign to the State Comp- 
troller, as required by law. 

There is nothing illegal about 
receiving campaign contributions 
from abroad, according to a 
spokesman for the comptroller. 
“The law only bara contributions 
from Israeli companies,'' the 
spokesman said. “It doesn't say 
anything about foreign con- 
tributions."" 

There is, however, a mit to the 
amount a candidate can solicit for 
his campaign, —- 35 per cent more 
than he ia allotted from the govern- 
ment on the basis of the number of 
seats his party holds on the local 
council. In Kollek’s case, this 
amounts to about IL1.5m. The 


| mayor’s campaign spokesman said 


that the amount has not been exceed- 


. ed, but declined to say how much 
| was raised abroad and how much 


locally. 

While contributions from abroad 
to a local election campaign are thus 
not illegal, some political observers 
believe this is due to an oversight in 
the law. ‘Theoretically, such con- 
tributions could come from a foreign 
government,” one elected official 
commented recently, 

According to a generally reliable 
source, Kollek sent letters to several 
hundred wealthy acquaintances 
abroad, informing them that he was 
up for election and asking their sup- 


port. 

Kollek’s principal opponent, Likud 
candidate Yehoshua Matza, noted 
this week that Kollek had ordered 
10,000 T-shirts with a campaign 
slogan while he, Matza, could afford 
only 1,500.

(It is surely needless to emphasize that the above must not, G-d forbid, 
Serve as an excuse for wrongdoing, as our Sages warned, SCS “Whoever 
gays, ‘I will sin and repent later," is not given an opportunity’ to do 
Teshuvah.'"*) We will amplify the said point in order to make it clearer 
how much it concerns the conduct of a Jew, and of any person in general. 
By way of introduction: Ἢ 

‘On reflection,’ it can easily be seen that, all things considered, the 
world contains far more quantity (materiality) than quality 
(spirituality). Indeed, the more and gross a: thing is, the 
greater is the quantity in which it is found. Thus, for example, the world 
of inanimate, (inorganic) matter is much greater in volume than the 
vegetable kingdom, and the latter is quantitatively greater than the 
animal kingdom, which, in turn, surpasses by far, in quantity, the 
highest of the four kingdoms, mankind (the ‘speaking’ creature). 
Similarly in the buman body:" the lowest extremities, the legs, are 
larger in size than the reat of the body, and the latter is much greater in 
bulk than the head, wherein are located the of speech and the 
senses of smell, hearing and sight,’ as well es the intellect, etc., which 
animate the entire body and direct all its activities. ᾿ 

On further reflection, a person might also become disheartened, G-d 
forbid, wondering how one is to fulfill adequately one’s real purpose in 
life on this earth, which is, to quote our Sages, ‘"I was created to serve 
my Creator,’ seeing that most of one’s time is necessarily taken up 
with materialistic things," such as eating and drinking, sleeping. ear- 
ning 8 livelihcod,”” etc. What with the fact that the earliest years of ἃ 
buman being, before reaching maturity and knowledgeahility, are spent

Estimates of the world ivory trade 
vary from £7,000,000 to £10,000,000 a 
year, or even more. Last year 
Hongkong imported 710 tons of ivory, 
roughly equivalent to the slaughter 
of 71,000 elephants.

A question of ideology 


ENEMIES AND FRIENDS 


The great obstacle to peace petween Israel and Egypt remainsthe | 
basic difference between their forms of government, writes PAUL .- 


EIDELBERG. 


IN HIS MONUMENTAL work 
Peace and War Raymond Aron 
warns against the wishfui 

that led Franklin Roosevelt to mis- 
take an ‘occasional ally for a per- 
manent one." 

. The occasional ally, the Soviet 
Union, was, in fact, America's “per- 
manent enemy,'' says Aron. 
Roosevelt had simply lost sight of 
the ‘essential hostility"’ hidden 
beneath the temporary cooperation 
of the U.S. and USSR during World 
War I. 

The sweet-sounding asaurances of 
his “good friend,” pipe-smoking Joe 
Stalin, had obscured the political and 
ideological antagonism between 
liberal America and Communist 
Russia. 

That a political scientist and 
historian of Aron’s calibre and 
erninence should regard the Soviet 
Union as the permanent enemy of 
the United States, even though the 
two countries have had full 
diplomatic relations since 1983, 
should be taken as a warning to peo- 
ple in Israel who believe, with Prime 
Minister Begin, that the establish- 
ment of diplomatic relations with 
Egypt will render that military dic- 
tatorship Israel's friend. 

One spokesman from the Prime 
Minister's Office has said that the 
United States and Germany, though 
enemies in World War U, are now 
friends; hence he saw no reason why 
such a change in relations could not 
develop between Israel and Egypt. If 
this reflects the thinking of Mr. 
Begin and his cabinet, as we have a 
right to assume, Israel is in trouble. 

Unlike Egypt. Nazi Germany was 
conquered and divided. Eastern Ger- 
many, now under a Communist rule, 
has Soviet forces stationed on its 
soil. It is by no means the friend of 
the United States. . 

As for Western Germany, it is the 
friend of democratic America only 
because a democratic form of 
government was imposed on the 
German peopie — not the trappings 
of democracy with which Sadat has 
adorned Egypt's military dic- 
tatorship for the benefit of Western 
observers. 

It cannot be said too often — it has 
not been said by Mr. Begin — that 
thé greatest obstacle to a genuine 
and jasting peace between Israel and 
Egypt is the fundamental an- 
tagonism between their reapective 
forms of government: one based on 
consent, the other on coercion. 

Few people want to face up to the 
fact that Israel, because it is a 
democracy, is a threat to its 
authoritarian Arab neighbours. 
Israel's social equality, its fréedom 
of expreasion, its political pluralism, 
are viewed by Moslem leaders as 
evil forces capable of subverting the 
feudal social systems and autocratic 
power structures of the Islamic 


world.

right provocation to the followers of 
Mohammed. A Jewish state in the 
heart of Islam places Mohammed's 
prophecy in question and challenges 
the validity of the Islamic religion. 
Moslems take this seriously, no 
matter what the rest of the world 
may think, 

Third, and as we were once warn- 
ed by Professor Shlomo Avinert, 
Islam is a militaristic faith. (This is 
why. in Arab societies, military 
leaders have had lttle difficulty in 
establishing thelr authority.) 

The militaristic character of Islam 
renders it expansionist; in fact, the 
notion of boundaries {a foreign to 
Islamic mentality. Consequently, 
Moslem leaders do not regard 
themselves as bound ‘by any 
territorial agreements, certainly not 
with Israel. 


ASSUMING, however, that it is stil 
possible to awaken the people of 
Israel from their-wishful slumbers, 
what words of constructive caution 
may be offered, given the enormous 
risks which their leaders have taken 
by concluding and approving the 
Camp David agreements?

At present there are three areas of 
product lability — contract;

Even 
without fault, the contract breaker 
will generally have to compensate 
the innocent party. Unfortunately, 
with some rare exceptions, only 
those who are party to a contract can 
acquire rights under it.

negligence. Suppose that you are in- 
jured through a defect in a car which 
you buy from a dealer. You could sue 
him. But what if he has “gone bust?’’ 
Your rights are worthless and you 
have none against the manufacturer 
— unless he has given you some 
Special right under a guarantee or 
warranty. 

Ahyway. recent UK consumer 
-protection legislation has greatly 
reduced the effect of clauses in 
“gnarantees,"*. ‘“‘warranties” and 
other and generally - diagracefully 
spurious documents, which 
traditionally took away more rights 
than they gave. 

But the experts of Britain and the 
EEC now propose that a sufferer 
may claim damages, even if he can 
prove no negligence. Already an 
employer is “strictly lable" and 
“deemed to have been negligent" if 
an employee is injured through the 
use of defective eqtipment. Soon this 
concept is likely to spread through 
our laws of civil wrongs generally 
and product Hability in particular. 
And similar als have been 
made for legal change for road acci- 
dent and industria! injury claims. 

Finally, recent legislation has im- 
posed a degree of criminal liability 
on manufacturers. Under the Health 
and Safety at Work Act, 1974, 
“designers, manufacturers, im- 
porters and suppliers” of articles 
and substances designed and intend- 
ed (respectively) for use at work 
Must take such steps ag are 
“reasonably practicable’ (whether 
through research, testing or 
otherwise) to protect those who use 
the articles or substances at work. 
Failure to do so may lead to criminal 
prosecution — although it very 
seldom does. 


NOW SUPPOSE that product liabili- 
ty legislation descends upon the 
Israel scene. What is likely to 
happen? 

First: to an extent, strict liability 
has already arrived. Thase who ex- 
port to the U.S. (and to a lesser ex- 
tent to West Germany and some 
other EEC countries) may find that 
their customers insist upon the ex- 
porters accepting absolute liability 
for the results of defects in the 
products.

Meanwhile, the 70,000 or so Arab 
workers who come to work in this 
country every day constitute ap- 
proximately six per cent of Israel's

the rest in various other work, such 
as hotel, restaurant and personal 
service jobs. 

“We already need more of these

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Bank of Israel will charge 
diamond trade higher interest

Jerusslem Post Reporter 
’ A revolution in the direct credits 
policy of the Bank of Israel started 
yesterday, when the bank decided 
that from November 1 diamond 
polishers and dealers would have to 
pay 2 variable rate of interest on 
their credits. 

The significance of the decision is 
that from now on the diamond 
merchants will have to pay more for 
their direct credits. In future their 
interest rate will be a function of the 
London Interbank rate of interest. 

Bank of Israe) sources told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that the 
decision is only the first in a series of 
steps aimed at setting more realistic 
interest rates. 

The special fund for credit to the 
diamond interest administered by 
the Bank of Israel gives dollar 
credits at six per cent, while the in- 
terest in international money 
markets is now 10 to 11 per cent, This 
big gap between the Bank of Israel's 
rates and international rates has 
drastically raised the demand for 
cheap Bank of Israel loans. 

Bank officials fear that the credits 
are used not only to purchase 
diamonds for polishing, but also to 


hold speculative stocks. The Post 
has learned that there is a suspicion 
that Bank of Israel loans have even 
been used indirectly by foreign 
dealers, 

The bank's advisory council 
yesterday approved the changes in 
its credit system suggested by 
Governor Arnon Gafny. The rate of 
interest of direct credits will now be 
70 per cent of the Interbank rate in 
London. The rate in London is now 
about 10.5 per cent, so the interest 
for the diamond polishers wil) be 7.35 
per cent. The bank will also Hmit 
credits at their present levels for dia- 
mond polishers, and it will grant 
only 50 per cent of the credits given 
in the past for holding diamonds in 
stock. 

It is worthwhile emphasizing that 
the Bank of Israel now charges only 
four per cent interest on dollar loans 
to exporters. Direct credits in Israeli 
currency carry 12 per cent interest, 
while the rate of inflation is about 50 
per cent. 

The bank will have to change its in- 
terest rates for all the funds for other 
branches of the economy in order to 
collect a more realistic rate of in- 
terest, in tune with the rate of infla- 
tion.

Cairo raises s questions 


THERE IS “πὸ crisis,” according to President Carter, but there 
evidently are ‘some difficulties,” as Foreign Minister Dayan 
called them, at the Blair House peace talks. 

Such difficulties might have been foreseen, the President in 
effect suggested. It may indeed he recalled that it was Premier 
Begin himself who, before Camp David, cautioned against any 
expectation of instant success in negotiating a conflict that had. 
defied solution for over three decades. 

This would be true even when the conflict is narrowed down to 
a dispute between Israel and Egypt, with only a tenuous linkage 
tc the wider Arab problem, notably in Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza. 

Quite possibly the present diplomatic tussle in Washington is 
only the last tempest before the final calm, and an agreement 
may still be reached sometime next week. Even so, the reported 
dissension between the two delegations is somewhat disturbing. 
For it appears to have been stirred by issues that were supposed 
to have already been settled at Camp David. 

in seeking Knesset approval of the Camp David accords, 
there can be little doubt that Mr. Begin's most winning argu- 
ment was the assurance that peace with Egypt spelled peace 
without any reservations — that it would be the kind of genuine 
peace Israel had been insisting upon ever since the end of the 
Six Day War, diplomatic relations and all. 

And that it would not be made textually dependent for its im- 
plementation on the progress of a Palestinian settlement. 

The formuia devised in the framework” agreement last 
month was admittedly a mite vague on ‘‘normal relations." It 
said they would be established “‘after a peace treaty is signed, 
and after the interim withdrawal is complete.'' How long is 
after? 

Not neceasarily a day or two, obviously, nor two or three 
years, which is how long it would take for the last phase of the 
pullback to end. 

This would seem to be the sensible reading, advocated by the 
Israeli delegation, but it is not, at this moment, the understan- 
ding of the Egyptian delegation. The Egyptians want a time- 
table for the establishment of diplomatic relations, rising 
gradually trom low-level missions to embassies, to coincide 
with progress in Israel's withdrawal — and in the solution of the 
West Bank-Gaza Strip issue. 

Presumably, this sort of strategy, which President Sadat 
spurned by his very arrival in Jerusalem last November, would 
make it easier to sell the peace treaty to rejectionist Arabs. But 
it would aiso make it easier for Egypt to employ normalization 
asa club to force Israel into further concessions during the tran- 
sitional period. 

A reasonable compromise is clearly called for, which would 
provide for the upgrading of exchanged diplomatic missions — 
but over a period of months, not years. 

A potentially more serious source of friction could be the 
reported Egyptian demand that the peace treaty be limited to 
five years. It is not clear at the moment whether the idea is that 
there should be a review of the treaty at the end of the first five 
years, or that the treaty should be considered to have expired 
unless renewed and possibly revised, by mutual consent in five - 
years’ time. 

A review for technicai purposes could be a legitimate device, 
based on accepted practice, if it does not, however, imply any 
necessary change in the situation created hy the treaty, which 
itself can only be affected by agreement between the. parties. 

A treaty of limited duration is something else again: in the 
context of Israel-Egyptian relations, it is a contradiction in 
terms, 

Since it is unthinkable that this ahould be the outcome of the 
Blair House talks, it must be assumed that what the Egyptians 
have in mind is a review of the peace treaty but not of the condi- 
tion of peace. 

- In that case, the ‘‘difficulties"* of which Mr. Dayan spoke need 
not be cause for any grave concern, even though the doubts rais- 
ed hy the Egyptian demands should temper any premature op- 
timism. 


Who speaks for France? 


THE GENERAL impression was that French Premler Ray- 
mond Barre's intention in making his statement on Lebanon to 
the National Assembly on Wednesday was to dissociate himself 
from the blatantly one-sided appraisal offered earlier in the 
week by Foreign Minister Louis de Guiringaud. 

The Foreign Minister's attack on the Lebanese Christians, 
and on Israel, drew sharp dissent from a majority of the French 
government's parliamentary supporters, and from opponents 
as well. There have even been cries for the Foreign Minister’s 
resignation. , 


By striking a more balanced note, and urging restraint in the | 


passing of judgement, Barre may also have been holding out an 
olive branch to Israel. He may even have been reminding de 
Guiringaud that his was a poor way of rolling out the carpet for 
Mr. Dayan, who is scheduled to arrive on an official visit to 
Paris later this month. 

Yet now it appears that de Guiringaud does not consider 
himself to have been rebuked, let alone disowned, by Barre, and 
nor does he believe that his original comments on the Lebanese 
issue were at all out of line with French policy. 

Obviously, someone must be in the wrong, and in the interest 
of peace it would be helpful to learn just who it is. It would also 
be heipful to find out just what it is that French policy is seeking 
to achieve in the Levant. 

Is it aimed at ratifying Syrian hegemony in Lebanon in the 
hope that, with the Lebanese Christiana out of the way, the 
thoughts of Damascus would turn to peace? For that matter, is 
this, as charged by M. Camille Chamoun, the aim of American 
policy: as well? 

The idea is almost too bizarre to be believed, but it cannot 
simply be ignored. :

WASHINGTON. — When Am- 
bassador Simcha Dinitz received an 
honorary doctorate from 
Georgetown University this week, it 
was no accident that he inserted a 
section in his acceptance address on 
the importance of Jerusalem to 
Israel. 

“Jerusalem ‘is the cradle of our 
faith, the magnet of our longings, the 
centre of all of our spiritual and 
national being, the place we turn to 
in agony and in joy,"” he declared. 
“Jerusalem, the City of David, Holy 
to Judaism, Christianity and isiam, 
has never experienced a greater 
freedom of worship and access to all 
religions than 

“For 29 centuries, it was one city 


.and for 19 years was artificially 


divided. Now it is one, never to be 
divided again, and while being the 
capital of Israel, will continue to 
provide inspiration to all peoples of 
all religions to worship their God in 
their own way." 

Dinitz has not been the only Israeli 
official to speak of Jerusalem's 
significance in recent days. Indeed, 
since Camp David, the issue has 
risen to the top of the Israeli agenda. 

It seems that Prime Minister 
Begin was seriously taken aback by 
the American attitude toward 
Jerusalem at the historic summit in 
the Maryland mountains. As he, 
President Sadat and President 
Carter discussed the issue near the 
end of the conference, the Israeli 
leader began to realize that the 
Americang had no real sense of the 
importance of Jerusalem to Israel 
and the Jewish people. 

It was as lf Jerusalem was just 
another issue which could be resolv- 
ed through the normal give-and-take 
of negotiations, much like the Sinai 
settlements. 

Most disturbing to Begin and other 
Israeli leaders who saw the emerg- 
ing U.S. reaction to fhe issue et 
Camp David was their imprezaion 
that the Americans believed Israel 
might, under certain circumstances, 
give up ita claim to sovereignty over 


* the eastern part of the city, captured 


during the 1987 war. 
IN THE DAYS immediately after 


“Camp David, Begin started to speak 


of Jerusalem in almost every public 
appearance. When he addressed the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations in 
New York, he appealed to them to 
put Jerusalem at the top of their ac- 
tion list. 

The Prime Minister urged the 
Jewish leaders to put pressure on the 
Carter Administration to fulfil a 
campaign promise of the 1976 
Democratic Party platform: To 
‘recognize Jerusalem as Israel's

capital and to move the U.S. em- 
bassy there from Tel Aviv.

Begin, Sadat and Carter could not 
reach agreement on Jerusalem δὲ 
Camp David.

“We bad a fairly paragra; 
mutually agreed by the Israelis and 
the Egyptians,” Carter said in a 
breakfast interview with selected 
reporters earlier this month. But he 
acknowledged that it was ‘‘such an 
explosive issue” that full agreement 
simply was not possible. 

Since Camp David, Israeli-officiala 
have disclosed that the summit 
almost collapsed because Carter 
originally planned to say in the U.5, 
letter that the eastern portion of the . 
city was “occupied.” The reference 
was subsequently dropped. ἢ 

The U.S. letter in the end spelled 
out America's position by referring 
to the earlier statements, made in . 
1967 and 1969, by UN ambassadors 
Arthur Goldberg and Charles Yost. 
Those statements specifically re- 
jected Israel's ‘‘unilateral'’ annexa- 
tion of the Old City shortly after the 


. Six Day War. 


SINCE THEN, Carter has continued 
to demonstrate a much greater sen- 
sitivity to the Arab claims on Haat 
Jerusalem than to those of Israel. 
‘Twice, he has said publicly that no 
Arab leader, including Sadat, could 
ever be expected to yield on the ques- 
tion of Arab sovereignty over East 
Jerusalem, with the possible excep- 
tion of.the Western Wall and the 
Hebrew University campus on 
Mount Scopus. 
These statements by Carter have ᾿ 

further aroused Israeli fears, How 


could Sadat or any other Arab leader’ 


ever move away from this position if 
the President af the U.S. says public- 
ly that they could not be expected to" 
do so?

Certainly, the current Israeli cam- 
paign to focus on Jerusalem is 
designed to impress Israel's position 
on Carter and his advisers.
